C. S. W. Rochfort, of Grenfell, 
Asea., and J. §. S, Coffee, of St. 
Thomas, Ont., arrived from McRae’s 
bar above the Forxs of the Findlay, 
on Monday. Mr. Rochfort went 
east on ‘Twuesday’s train, Messrs. 
Coffee aad Roshfort worked on Me- 
Rae’s bar mentioned in the interview 
with Jas. Smith. Mr. Coffee reports 
that a white man was killed by a bear 
near. Fort Graham shortly before he 
started down. The name was not 
known. He also reports the location 
of a mine of excellent mica not far 
from Graham and about twelve miles 
back from the river. Mr. Coffee gives 
the following approximate distances of 
points above Graham. To first canon 
30 miles, Canon three-quarters of a 
mile. To mouth of east branch or 
Quadacha river 75 miles. To mouth of 


middle branch or Tochica 5 miles. To 
head of middle branch 36 miles. To 
head of Black river 4 miles. To falls 


on west branch or Findlay proper from 
mouth of middle branch 25 miles.

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The Territorial elections of Tuesday 
last have introduced many new mem- 
bers tothe assembly. In the Edmon- 
fon district the former member, Mr. 
McCauley,has been re-elected by a very 
gubstaittial majority—one that he 

" may well be proud of. It is one more 
recognition by his fellow-citizens of 
his long and valuable public service. 
His siiccess is not the less creditable 
in that a strong fight was put up 
against him, and that he was opposed 
by a very popular man such as Mr. 
Rutherford is shown to be. Mr. 
Rutherford has reason to be well 
pleased with the support he has re- 
ceived. His vote at the previous 
election has been increased. It is a 
question whether the third candidate, 
Mr. Robertson, was a benefit or an 
injury to Mr. Rutherford, although 
his attack seemed to be chiefly direct- 
ed against Mr. McCauley. Mr. 
Robertson loses his deposit. The 
contest in Edmonton and in many 
other districts was largely a matter of 
person and locality. There was no 
division on questions of principle. 
All were supporters of the Haultain- 
Ross administraticu, and approved of 
their policy. The points at issue 
were chiefly the details of expenditure, 
on local public works; a subject 
which seems to be the principal bone 
of contention in most of the districts. 

Mr. Simpson’s re-election in Red 
Deer, is another endorsation of a tried 
and trusted public servant. Mr. 
Simpson is net a ready speaker, but 
he is a man of sound judgment, quick 
action and reliable character. 

In East Calgary the choice has 
fallen on Jas. Reilly, a prominent 
citizen, and one whe in the earlier 
days of Calgary was most active in 
municipal, Territorial and Dominion 
politics. Of late years he has devoted 
himself to his private affairs. In Mr. 
Reilly as its representative Calgary 
has a tried and true friend. One who 
has the gift of expression as few men 
have, and who can be depended upon 
to use every gift for the city and dis- 
trict which he represents. 

R. B. Bennett, the representative 
of West Calgary, has not been long a 
resident of the Territories. He is a 
law partner of Senator Lougheed, is a 
ready speaker, a temperance man in 
principle and practice, and will no 
doubt be an acquisition to the house. 

The many friends throughout the 
Territories of Mr. A. L. Sifton, the 
newly elected member fcr Banff, -will 
be more than pleased at his success. 
Although he entered the field very late 
in the day against a locally very strong 
man, his ability was so well known 
and his personal worth so universally 
acknowledged that a short and sharp 
campaign was sufficient to place him 
at the head of the poll with a major 
ity of 36 over Dr. Brett, whe has 
continuously represented the district 
since 1888. In Mr. Sifton the dis- 
trict of Banff has a representative of 
whom it may well be proud, and one 
whose presence in the assembly will 
beof value to the whole Northwest 
as a speaker, as a legislator and as 
a man of cool head, inflexible courage 
and sound judgment. The assembly 
has need of such men as Mr. Sifton, 
end (it has had none too many in the 
past. 

R. A. Wallace succeeds Mr. Line- 
ham in High river, the latter gentle- 
man not offering for re-élection. Mr. 
Wallace is a practical farmer, rancher 
and irrigator and stands as the re- 
presentative specially of the small 
ranchers or mixed farmers of that dis- 
trict. As a practical man he is a 
worthy successor of Mr. Lineham, and 
that is high praise. 

In MacLeod the premier’s return 
was practically unopposed, Mr. Cox, 
who was nominated, having with- 
drawn. The fact that Mr. Haul- 
tain has been so frequently returned 
without opposition proves the esteem 
in which he is held by his constituents. 

Dr. De Veber, who was elected by 
acclamation for Lethbridge, is a very 
popular old timer, having served as 
surgeon in the N. W. M. P. in the 
early days. He succeeds C. A. Ma 
grath as the representative of Leth- 
bridge, and will no doubt fill the 


“és 


position with the same very great 
acceptance as did Mr. Magrath. 

Mr. Rosenroll, of Wetaskiwin, also 
elected by acclamation, is a compara- 
tively new man, representing a new 


constituency. He is aman of stand- 


ing in the community, speaks several 
European languages, takes an active 
interest in all public affairs, and is in 
every way fitted to serve his con- 
stituency creditably and to its benefit. 


Tue immigration department is to 
be congratulated on their decision to 
withdraw the Doukhobortsi families 
whe had been sent to Edmonton; and 
to seek some other field for the settle- 
ment of these people, whom they 
seem bound to take under their special 
protection. Immigration matters 
have reached a stage in this district 
at which the introduction of inferior 
settlers simply means the exclusion 
to a far greater degree of superior 
settlers, who have at last fcund out 
the extraordinary advantages of this 
region and are ready to avail them- 
selves of them. Besides, the addition 
of some thousands of people who must 
for a number of years depend upon 
their earnings from manual labor or 
upon charity for their support, to the 
already very large Galician popula- 
tion who are in that condition, would 
aggravate existing conditions to a 
very undesirable degree and would be 
grossly unfair and injurious both to 
the Galicians and the Doukhobortsi. 
If the department is going to adopt 
the policy that all is fish that comes 
to their net the least they can do is to 
use discretion in the distribution of 
their favors. For the present the 
Edmonton district is loaded with that 
class of immigrants. 


THE OMENICA. 

A. F. Deachman, who left Edmon- 
ton with a prospecting party bound 
for the Findlay and Omenica rivers in 
March last, arrived on Friday’s train 
from Vancouver. Mr. Deachman 
wishes to correct the exaggerated 
statements which have been circulated 
chiefly by British Columbia papers 
regarding the difficulties of the Ed- 
monton trail tothe far north. Mr. 
Deachman says there are no diffi- 
culties beyond what would naturally 
be expected, or that would cause a 
practical man to hesitate. As to the 
large number of those who have 
spread stories of unexampled hard- 
= he says the only mistake was 
that they ever started out. 
| The Deachman party left Edmon- 
ton early in March last. Mr. Deach- 
man himself ieft on March 16th, and 
reached Lesser Slave lake in eight 
days catching up to the rest of the 
party there. The whole party reach- 
ed St. John with double sleighs on 
April 10th. Had they gone on with 
sleighs to Cust’s house at the head of 
Rocky Mountain portage, about 60 
miles further, they would have made 
good time right through, but they 
were afraid the ice would give way. 
They were greatlydelayed)by waiting for 
the ice to go out, and then boating and 
packing to the head of the portage. 
They then went on by boat. They 
only lost two horses, both by accident. 
They prospected the streams coming 
into the Peace as it passes through 
the Rockies and then the Mesilinca 
branch of the Omenica. They follow- 
ed this stream up 60 miles and found 
fine gold in paying quantities, but on 
very small bars. Coming down the 
Mesilinca they went up the next 
tributaryof the Omenica, the Osilinca, 
which also comes from the northwest. 
There is a canon on the Osilinca about 
5 miles above its mouth. They 
portage! around this canon and went 
up about 20 miles. They also found 
fine gold on the bars of this river. 
Coming down the Osilinca and 
Omenica they went up the Findlay to 
Fort Graham. At the same time 
they sent for their horses which had 
been left at Cust’s house, and brought 
them on to Giaham for the winter. 
They reached Graham on Aug. 25th. 

Mr. Deachman left Graham on 
Aug. 27th and came down the Find- 
lay by boat to the mouth of the 
Omenica. There he took a foot trail 
up the south side of the Omenica to 
the Black canon and then over Cari- 
boo range of mountains to Manson 
Creek. The mountains are about 
3,000 feet high. On Manson Creek 
he found Ezra Evans, Kinton, Chas. 
McKinnon and a Chinaman, each 
holding large placer claims and em- 
ploying a number of men working on 
them, possibly about 30 in all. The 
gold here is coarse. Also found the 
Omenica Consolidated hydraulic com- 
pany of Victoria and the 43rd com- 
pany of Ottawa had put in large 
hydraulic works. The Consolidated 
Co’s works were completed last sea- 
son and were being worked on shares 
this season by a man named Kavan- 
augh. After washing down a great deal 
of gravel the ditch broke,and the clean 
up was postponed until the ditch could 
be repaired. The parties interested 
were well satisfied with their prospects. 
A Mr. Moore, representing + Cali- 
fornia company, was negotiating for 
the purchase of the Consolidated Co’s 
property. The 43rd company works 
were not quite completed, but they 
hoped to be ready for work early next 


season. ‘These companies had im- 
mense deposits of pay gravel on which 
to operate and had secured the right 


to all the water of the creek. 

Coming out Mr. Deachman passed 
Germansen Creck. Several claims 
were being worked there and the 
Consolidated company were putting 
in hydraulic works. A considerable 
share of the rush of this season went 
into the Omenica, both from Ashcroft 
and Edmonton, but principally from 
Ashcroft, but all went out again. 

At Tom Creek, a more westerly 
tributary of the Oménica, some placer 
mining was being done. Jim May, 
an old timer there, was about closing 
a deal with a new company foy his 
placer ground, their intention being 
to put in hydraulic works. 

Mr. Deachman came out hy way of 
Takla and Babine lakes to Hazelton, 
and down the Skeena to Port Essington 
and by steamer to Vancouver. 


He has taken dredging claims on 
the Omenica below the Black canen 
and hopes to be able to commence 
work on them next season. He is 
confident that machinery and sup- 
plies can be taken in much more 
cheaply by way of Edmonton than by 
either Ashcroft or Hazelton. The 
outfit.at Fort Graham will go on in 
the spring to prospect on the Black 
(and Dease rivers and their tributaries. 

At Vancouver Mr. Deachman met 
| W. S. Johnson, of Montreal, who left 
Edmonton in August 97, and whose 
guide steered the Moody party to St. 
John. Mr. Johnson had _ reached 
Sylvester’s Landing on the Dease 
from Fort Graham. He said the trail 
was good. After reaching Sylvester’s 
Landing he had come out to the 
coast and gone to Atlin lake. He 
intended returning there next spring.

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ACROSS THE MOUNTAINS, 

To the dweller on the great plains, 
or even to the traveller who has only 
crossed them, the first view of the 
Rocky Mountains brings first a feeling of 


wonder at their beauty; and 
then of wonder as to what is 
beyond. Unbeginning, unending, ris- 


ing, not from but apparently beyond 
the earth and blending with the 
skies; their glistning sides and 
peaks hang like a curtain between 
heaven and earth to hide a view of 
jossibly another world. To push aside 
the curtain, to step into the beyond, 
to see faze to face, to touch, to bea 
part of the mystery thus gloriously 
hidden is natural to the human mind—- 
to wish to see what kind of a world 
it is that is thus curtained off from the 
oe we prairie dwellers know so well. 

Of course the mystery is only a 
momentary fancy. The mountains are 
as real and the region beyond them as 
grossly material in its wey as what lies 
on this side. And yet the difference 
between the one side and the other is 
so great that the wonder of expecta- 
tion is surpassed by the wonder of 
what is actually seen and the still 
greater wonder of what mey yet well 
be. Not that this appreciation of the 
present greatness and still greater pos- 
sibilites of British Columbia in any 
way belittles the greatness or possibili- 
ties of the prairies by comparison. On 
the contrary, the comparisen gives 
a higher appreciation of the resources 
and ultimate possibilities of the prairie 
region. Instead of having one great 
Canadian West, we have two, so great 
in possibility that neither can be 
measured,and therefore precedence can- 
not be assigned to either. One the 
complement of the other ; the existence 
and development of each increasing 
the value and possibilities of both. 
The prairie region of Canada has one 
industry. The greatest industry in the 
world—the production of the higher 
qualities of staple human food. It is 
probably the largest unbroken field 
for such production on earth. Its 
very greatness is its chief drawback. 
Its power of production is so far in 
advauce of its power of consumption 
that the question of the cost of tran- 
sportation of its ever increasing surplus 
to market—handicapped as it is by 
situation in the heart of the continent 
—is becoming more and more serious 
every year. The prairie region needs 
diversity of industry so that profitable 
home consumption may accompany in- 
crease of production as closely as pos- 
sible. The mineral bearing mountains 
and heavily forested valleys, the long 
ocean coast line and deep rivers teeming 
with fish, of the Paciiic province, offer 
an opportunity for an ideal diversity of 
industry of the most profitable char- 
acter, of the most unlimited scope, 
throughout a region of greater area 
than the Territories themselves, and 
adjoining them throughout their whole | 
extent from north to south. If, how- | 
ever, the great mineral, forest and 
marine wealth of the province were 
accompanied by corresponding agricul- 
cultural possibilities then the position 
of the prairie farmer would not be | 
vastly improved. 

To take a holiday; to peep behind 
the rocky, icy veil; to get a glimpse | 
of the resources and guess at the pos- 
sibilities of the Pacific province—and | 
particularly to get an idea as to its 
present and future value to the farmer | 
of the plains—the editor of the Butts- 
rin took advantage of the occasion of 
the New Westminster fair, to cross the 
mountains and see the Pacific Ocean 
for the first time. And in order that 
he should see all that was to be seen 
and see it well, to see double in fact, 
he was accompanied by his wife. 

All things considered, comparatively 
few of the dwellers on the prairies have 
visited the country across the moun- 
tains, Coming from the east as most 
of them have done, their desires were 
naturally rather to the old homes and 
associations. Given cash and oppor- 
tunity to go both ways, no doubt many 
would have gone west as well as east,

for the east rather thap the west. 
With increase of prosperity and wealth, 
however, and with an increased com- 
munity of interest, there will “certainly 
be a change, particularly if encourage- 
ment is given by cheap railway rates. 
The distance from Edmonton to Yan- 
couver is 834 miles by rail, and the 
time occupied on the trip two anda 
half days. The distance is about 200 
miles less than to Winnipeg, and yet 
ten people go to Winnipeg for one who 
goes to Vancouver. Although the trip 
to Winnipeg is an unutterable sameness 
while that to Vancouver is as unutter- 
able a variety. The question of ex- 
pense is of course a serious one, but 
the reduced rates accorded by the C. 
P. R. during the New Westminster 
exhibition—-$29.15 for the round trip 
—were well within reach, and if con- 
tinued at intervals would~tend very 
greatly to the better acquaintance of 
the people on both sides of the moun- 
tains‘with each other, and by that 
means to the increase of desirable ard 
profitable interprovincial trade. Cer- 
tainly no such scenery and changes of 
scenery can be seen for the same 
money in the same time in any other 
part of the world. Mountains, valleys 
and glaciers which excel the Alps, gard- 
ens of roses and dahlias,with holly and 
ivy as English books tell about, only | 
more so, Big trees, big mines, and big 
ships from the most distant corners of 
the earth. A very real world,and yet 
a distinctly and aggressively and sur. 
prisingly new and admirable world to 
the dwellers amongst the wheat fields

and pasture lands which are bordered 
only by the sky. Every turn of the 
road a revelation and a wonder. 

It is not the intention of the writer 
to compile a guide beok of British 
Columbia nor to pose as a final author- 
ity on British Columbia questions. 
But merely to transfer es tersely and 
legibly as possible to the readers of the 
Butetin—who possibly take the same 
point of view as the writer—the im- 
pressions which he gathered of matters 
and things coming within range of his 
observation ; in the hope that they 
may be of interest, and possibly of 
ultimate profit, in some cases. The 
traveller passing hurredly through any 
country necessarily cannot see to the 
bottom! of every matter aad therefore 
should not claim te <now it all on 
such slight acquaintance. At the same 
time having actually seen and handled, 
his evidence must be of some value in 
reaching a final conclusion. The writer 
does not pretend to be a judge; he is 
merely a witness in the case, and 
his evidence is entirely from a North- 
west point of view.

FROM THE OSPICA. 

J. McC. Potts, M. D., and T. P. 
Robb,-of Chicago, arrived on Monday 
fromthe mouth of the Ospica tribu- 
tary of the Findlay. They started for 
Edmonton on Sept. 28th, reached 
St. John on Oct. 3rd, and there met 
Dr. Nichols. They were fourteen 
days in all from Slave lake to Edmon- 
ton over the Chalmers trail with a four 
horse, team. In all they were 23 
days travel from the Ospica. The 
party consisted of four members, two 
of whom remain on the Ospica. 
Messrs. Potts and Robb claim for 
their party the proud distinction that 
it did not split up, the members re- 
maining in the country being in the 
fullest. aceord with those going out. 
They left Edmonton going cut on 
March 10th. They passed Dupont’s 
railway survey party on Sept. 28th, 
60 miles above Cust’s house, working 
eastward, having been up to the 
mouth of the Findlay. Dibble’s party 
were met at the Parle pas rapid, 48 
miles above Cust’s honse on their 
way up. They were being delayed by 
the large amount of supplies which 
they were taking. Their work would 
commence at the mouth of the Find- 
lay and they would follow up the 
Omenica “towards Telegraph Creek. 
Eight or ten parties of Klondikers 
had gone from St. John over to the 
Nelson and were wintering on that 


stream.

NELSON RIVER. 

A. McFee, D. L. S., returned from 
Nelson river on Friday. Mr. McFce 
was in charge of an exploring ex- 
pedition sent out by the North-West 
government to decide as to the practi- 
cability of a trail from Ft. St. John 
on Peace river to the forks of Nelson 
river. -He left Edmonton on July 13th, 
was delayed eight days at the Atha- 
basca river by high water carrying 
away the ferry. He reached St. John 
on August 16th, five days ahead of his 
supplies which had gone by water. 
He left St. John on the 2lst and 
started for the east branch of the 
Nelson, his course being somewhat east 
of north. There was a fair trail for 
about 75 miles to Burbank’s trading 
post. The country was passable for 25 
miles beyond, but there it became 
swampy and impracticable for a trail. 
Branches of the Pine river, the Hay 
river and of the Nelson headed in this 
swampy region. After satisfying him- 
self that the route to the east branch 
of the Nelson was not suitable, he 
returned to St. John and started for 
the west branch or Big Sicannie river. 
Crossed Fish creek five miles from St. 
John, the south branch of Pine river 
40 milés, the north branch 85 miles, 
and reached the west branch of the 
Nelson about 150 miles from St. John 
at a point about 52 miles above the 
forks. The country travelled over was 
good, not heavily timbered, having 
prairie openings, with plenty of grass, 
very little muskeg; very yood for a 
pack trail and quite suitable for the 
making of a wagon road. One or two 
prospecting parties had already gone to 
the Nelson by this route and seven 
parties accompanied or followed Mr. 
McFee. They were the Wyoming, 
the Calgary, Montana, Tottingham, 
Cook, Parsons, and twe others. The 
Montana party had 40 horses, and the 
Wyoming party 38. These parties in- 
tend to winter on the Nelson. Some 
are taking down their supplies by boat 
and driving their horses light. Mr. 
McFee travelled by land to the Forks. 
The banks of the valley became lower 
as the Forks are approached. The east 
branch is much smaller than the west. 
Several large tributaries came into the 
west branch between the point at which 
Mr. McPhee reached it and the Forks, 
s0 that the navigation improves greatly 
as the Forks are approached. 

Mr. McFee returned from the Forks 
to the peint at which he reached the 
river first on Sept. 29th and reached 
S:. John in eight days more. From 
St. John he came down to Peace river 
crossing on a raft and thence by the 
Slave lake trail to Edmonton. He 
took the Campbell trail from Slave 
lake crossing to Swan river. It is 10 
to 15 miles longer than the Chalmers 
trail but has better feed and water. It 
would not be passable however ia high 
water as it crosses the Swan river very 
often and in some cases follows the 
ted. Mr. McPhee says the trail on 
the north side of Peace river to Pine 
river is as good as any in the country. 

The exploration by Mr. McFee adds 
the basin of the Liard to the region 
directly tributary to Edmonton, just as 
the Slave lake trail has annexed the 
Peace river basin. The North-West 
government is to be congratulated on 
the vigorous action taken by it in this 
connection. It is to be hoped that the 
Dominion will follow the lead thus 
given and improve the trails thus 
opened up.
